SYMPTOMS OF THE DISEASE 


The first symptomis are lameness or slavering at the mouth. 
salivation is generally accompanied by a smacking or sucking sound—a very 
characteristic symptom of the disease. 


Sudden lamenes in cattle, sheep or pigs should arouse strong suspicion. 


The State will pay full compensation for all animals which have to be destroyed on 
disease, but the Minister for Agriculture has power to refuse payment, and 
will not hesitate to do so, in any case where the existence of the disease is concealed.

Sm,—While largely approving of Mr. 
Wylie's proposals as outlined in his 
letter and speech on last Friday, I 
suggest he has not given sufficient con- 
sideration to one matter which, I 
think, is of real importance. 

To a very large extent unemployed 
persons are without work by reason 
of circumstances outside their control. 
I would even say that workingmen see 
the coming slump or depression before 
their employers, who are so busily en- 
gaged in piling up paper profits during 
a boom that they are caught out 
when the consumers are unable to buy 
their products. In many cases the 
factory owner or 5 has a re- 
serve sufficient to tide him over the 
depression; the worker has no such 
reserve. 

Mr. Wylie does not suggest that the 

resent abnormal state of things has 

n created by the worker. The 
worker only wants work, not war; yet, 
the war has so dislocated our economy 
that we will have a terrible unem- 
ployment problem. 

Ar. Wylie would put the unemployed 
man on the land—on a or on a 
farm—in an attempt to prevent re- 
volution. I would lay odds of at least 
10 to 1 that the unemployed man would 
go on the land more cheerfully, with 
more confidence and courage if he went 
with unemployed men of the more 
favoured classes. Leadership should be 
found most easily in that section of the 
community that from its social position 
should lead, not folidw. If there was 
ever a time, surely now is the time for 
noblesse oblige. 

The Hungarian Minister of Educa- 
tion ordered all eligible university 
students to spend three months on the 
land. I suggest Mr. Derrig could do 
likewise—our young men would go out 
with the unemployed young men—live 
with the farmers and discover the 
hidden Ireland. They will not find it 
in the towns. They will learn the other 
man’s point of view. They will benefit 
in every vee N They will produce food 
and fuel. ey will learn discipline. 
They will not stay at home at ease 
when their less well circumstanced 
countrymen are told to go out on the 
land or they will get no dole.—

Sin,—Mr. Wylie's letter and his meet- 
ing at the Mansion House have aroused 
the greatest public interest. But your 
report of the meeting is all but use- 
less. Surely someone other than Mr. 
Wylie spoke, made suggestions, or out- 
lined a policy? 6d. or Id. will 
not solve the problems of the present 
crisis. They can but alleviate a condi- 
tion of affairs that should never be 
there. Unless something drastic and 
big is done, and quickly, too, the army 
of the unemployed will stagger us 
with its size. What is really needed is 
credit—credit to the farmer, credit to 
all who employ labour, credit to the 
buyer and seller of goods; ts to 
farmers and all who employ extra 
labour. The idea of utilising the dole 
fund for all who take men off the dole 


is good. 

The farmer would, and could, em- | 
ploy more men if he had the means to 
do so. To-day he has no capital and 
no credit. You may say there is an 
Agricultural Credit Board in existence 
for such a 2 True; but it is 
quite useless. Its terms are far more 
onerous than that of the much - abused 
banks. It wants, besides good security,

your honesty—an odious 
which no decent person would 
think of asking 1 friend or 


friends to do. If the farmer has 
security he can get far better terms 
from a bank. ost farmers to-da 
have no such security. He lost all his 
capital in the mad economic war when 
his best of stock had to pay a duty of 
£6 a beast. 

The farmer is perfectly aware that 
his drains are neglected, his field badly 
manu and wrongly treated; but 
what can he do? e has no capital 
and no credit. He is forced to dis- 
employ, to ill-treat his land. It is a 
wonder that he does as much as he 
does, with the burdens of rates, ‘axes 
and annuities to be met. Credit to all 
honest men and grants to employers of 
extra labour is the only solution to 
meet the crisis that is coming. The 
State alone could do it on vast enough 
a scale. If insurance companies can 
give credit to buy wireless machines, 
sewing machines, motor cars and 
tractors, etc., and make a good profit, 
surely the State could, and at a more 
moderate rate of interest. Even if it 
made no profit by it, the peace ana 
contentment of the country would 
more than pay for it. 

Goodness knows the Government has 
wasted many millions in wildcat 
schemes already. Let it now form a 
credit and grant system on sound busi- 
ness lines, but generous enough to meet 
present requirements. Thensthe coming 
crisis will be met and the country will 
weather the storm that is brewing. If 
not, we may see revolution and Com- 
munism throughout the land.—Yours, 
etc., O’Conor Don.

Srr,—I was present at Mr. Wylie’s 
meeting on March 2ist, and I am of 
the opinion that he will robably suc- 
ceed in the first part of his scheme 
(i. e., community restaurants) and fail 
in the second (Government co- opera- 
tion with farmers to employ more 
labour). 
I am not at all clear how he pro- 
ses to use his 5,000 yes-men. Is 
e going to organise them? If so, for 
what purpose? The two schemes are 
utterly distinct. For the second, if it 
succeeds he will need a guild of far- 
mers and market gardeners. There is 
no doubt that in rural Ireland only the 
farmer can help the labourer. But for 
city community restaurants the case is 
entirely different. The unemployed 
ean help, and should be asked to do 
so. Let us have a separate restaurant 
guild, and let us have the power, if 
we subscribe, of nominating a work- 
ingman to act with or instead of us 
on such committees as will be formed. 
These committees will be efficient in 
proportion to the number of their 
working-class members. If there is to 
be a Guild of Goodwill I think it 
should offer something more than por- 
ridge If we cannot empower the un- 
employed to act alone, let us at least 
offer the courtesy of co-operation.

The danger of the religious capacities 
of the next generation being stunted, 
because of the drift from religion 
among the younger women of to-day, 
was mentioned by the Rev. W. T. 
Grey, M.A., Blackrock, who was the 
preacher at the Mothers’ Union Fes- 
tival Service in Christ Church Cathe- 
dral yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Grey said that there were two 
things in any home the influence of 
which on the religion of the young 
was incalculable. One was the ideals 
of life which were habitually presented 
in conversation, and the other was 
what those ideals really were. It was 
the reality or the unreality of their 
religion which was immeasurably more 
effective over the young than anything 
they might teach. he influence of 
what they were was a subtle influence, 
and often quite unconscious. 

There were, alas, too many homes in 
this century where the wrong impres- 
sion was made on the child, because 
there was religious apathy in the home. 
The result was that increasing indif- 
ference to religion noticeable in the 
rising generation. One of the most 
serious features of these days was the 
number of young women who had no 
practical religion. He was constantly 
coming across. girls in their twenties 
who rarely went .to church. and who 
spoke quite flippantly about reli- 
gion. It was bad enough when 
young men drifted from religion, 
but it was infinitely worse 
in the case of youn women, 
for when women without religion came 
to train their children they could not 
give what they did not possess. The 
religion of the future generation de- 

nded primarily on religion in the 

use. 

There were large congregations at 
both the morning and afternoon Ser- 
vices.

The 
Italians are not exactly popular in 
Abyssinia. They have not been forgiven 
for the events of the invasion; and one 
of General Cunningham’s most difficult 
tasks will be to prevent them from running 
amok. The whole problem of Abyssinia’s 
future is bristling with difficulties. A simple 
return to the status quo manifestly is out 
of the question. Probably, by this timo 
even Heile Selassie realises this fact. 
Annexation, by Great Britain is equally. 
impossible, and the discovery, of a suitable 
solution will not bo easy. For the moment, 
however, this point has only scademic 
interest. What matters is that Italy's 
Atriean Empire, from the military point 
of view, has been shattered badly, How, 
and by what, it will be replaced depends, 
first, on the outcome of the war, and, 
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the totalitarian. rather than to the 


at her best. Her navy is fresh, having 
received very little use during the 
China incident; her air force, though 
it has enjoyed any amount of practice 


in fighting trim ; but her army cannot fail 
to have suffered from the strain of the 
past three years. It is all that the 
can do to maintain their 
precarious hold upon Northern and Eastern 
China ; and participation in the European 
war—if we may use the phrase—would 
confront them with a truly formidable 
array of enemies. It is by no means 
certain that either the French garrisons 


charge of the Netherlands East Indies 
would take kindly to an attempted 
occupation of their country; Hong Kong 
and Singapors would not submit without 
a struggle; Russia’s attitude is dubious, 
and the United States would be bound to 
intervene. 

Mr. Matsuoka, beyond a shadow of 
doubt, will proffer all these arguments, 
and more, to show why his country should 
be in no hurry to declare itself a 
belligerent. Nevertheless, the very fact 
that he is in Berlin suggests that some- 
thing argent is afoot. When the leaders 
of the Axis meet—and Mr, Matsuoka 
can be included in the galaxy for all 
practical purposes—something is apt to 
happen without undue delay. Jf Herr 
Hitler and Signor Mussolini could induce 
Japan to enter the war, they would gain 
an enormous advantage, both diplomatic 
and strategic. The Americans almost 
certainly would be compelled to reconsider 
their immediate plans; for the bulk of the 
United States Navy would be required fo 
keep the Pacific under observation and 
control. It no longer would be so easy to 
make generous transfers of warships to 
Great Britain—transfers on the scale that 
some .American newspapers have been 
advocating since the passage of the 
„Lease and Lend“ Act. American 
opinion is whole heartedly in favour cf 
Great Britain, but the people havo even 
more fear of the menace from Japan than 
they have of the menace from Germany, 
and they might compel the President to 
„slow down ' on the programme of help 
for Britain and to “speed up” on the 
rearmament of their own country. The 
United States dare not let Britain's 
possessions in the Far East fall into 
Japanese hands. ‘She believes that an un. 
friendly Power is dangerous if it is less 
than four or five thousand miles from her 
own borders; and the fall of Singapore 
and Hong Kong could mean the surrender 
of the Philippines, and even of Hawaii. 
Whether or not the Axis Powers would 
prefer to lure America into an open 
declaration of war is uncertain; but they 
certainly would be glad to see her atten- 
tions engaged at no loss to themselves. 
The question is: Can they offer Mr. 
Matsuoka a sufficient inducement? It is 
not enough to recognise his country’s 
„new order and sphere of influence in 
the Far East; their validity depends on 
one thing, and on one thing alone— 
Japan’s ability to assert and maintain 
them. Can they give him an assurance 
that Russia will not interfere with his 
country’s plans, but, rather, will provide 
passage-way for the transport of war 
material from Germany to Japan? That is 
virtually the only type of quid pro quo 
that would tempt Mr. Matsuoka, and it 
may have been discussed during his brief 
stop at Moscow. Will a Russian diplomatist 


join the strangely diverse company at the

Creative Years 


The average American, it would appear, 
is happiest when breaking records or 
taking statistics. Hardly a week passes 
without the announcement of some further 
contest to be held in the United States in 
order to discover the young lady who has 
dyed her hair the lightest yellow, or the 
publication of a further series of elaborate 
statistics. The latest offender, as regards 
the publication of statistics, is Mr. Harvey 
©. Lehman, who has asked himself the 
question: “ During what period of. their 
lives are the members of the various pro- 
fessions at their best and has provided 
the answer in a detailed list of figures 
which he has published on the subject. 
Inventors, he claims, have, for the most 
part, achieved their principal successes 
between the ages of 31 and 35. In 
chemistry the peak period comes 
between the ages of 26 and 32, while in 
‘the closely related sciences of mathematics 
and physics, it comes between 34 and 38, 
and 30 and 34 respectively. In another 
kindred science, astronomy, the zenith

mean @ great saving of trouble to the 
farmer and breeder, as well as a very con- 
siderable sum of money to the Govern- 
ment. The pest costs hundreds of 
thousands of pounds in a bad season. 


New Fire Extinguisher 


The Ministry of Home Security have 
been conducting a series of tests with hand 
fire extinguishers of the soda acid type, 
end it has been found that they are 
highly effective in dealing with fire bombs. 
Thousands of fire extinguishers have 
already been installed up and down the 
country, and it is reported that they have 
been found useful ause they can be 
operated single-handed. The two types 
approved send out a powerful jet for about 
thirty feet, and dual nozzles are used with 
them. These nozzles are used in a manner 
similar to those fitted to stirrup pumps, 
and a supply of such nozzles is being 
prepared for the apparatus already 
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installed. 
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The Book Fair 


The first Irish Book Fair is over, and 
any qualms the organisers might have felt 
about its success have been dispelled—in 
fact, they were virtually gone after the 
opening day. When approximately six 
thousand people pay to see an exhibition 
of books and listen to lectures about books 
in four days, it makes one begin to think. 
After Miss Elizabeth Bowen’s lecture on 
Saturday night, I heard one or two 
members of the organising committee 
that very efficient little group headed by 
Professor H. O. White—discuss the future 
of the Fair. From their remarks I gather 
that the Fair will become a permanent 
institution. 
It will require a larger space in future.

New York’s New Park 


New Yorkers are followinj the example 
set by this city many years ago, when the 
site of the old Dublin Exhibition was 
transformed into the present Herbert 
Park. So is the site of the World Fair 
at New York being turned into the 
Flushing Meadow Park. 

At the moment Mayor La Guardia is 
studying plans calling for the expenditure 
of four million dollars, which will convert 
the former rubbish dump into a beautiful 
1,200-acre park. Many buildings, such es 
the New York city edifice, will remain’ to 
serve the new park in some capacity, while 
a pond “ for scenic and recreational pur- 
poses will be added. 

The venture will be self-supporting, say 
its sponsors, and many attractions will 
include ice and roller skating, sports 
exhibitions, pedal boats, tennis grounds 
and facilities for other sports, cafés, etc.. 
Wide roads are being built, bat no side 
shows, hot-dog stands, billboards, parking 
lots or tourist camps ” will be allowed to 
clutter up the approaches.

ALEXANDRIA ALARM

Turkish political circles are not in- 
clined to underrate the value of the 
present assurances. 
The Soviet Union, it is thought, 
must have in mind that Germany will 
attempt, by one means or another, to 
have the access to the principal re- 
sources of the Soviet Union — the 
wheatfields of the Ukraine and the oil- 
fields of Caucasus—to enable her to 
continue the war against Great Britain 
and the United States. Therefore, it 
is a vital interest of the Soviet Union 
that the German effort to complete its 
isolation by gaining control of the

ESCAPED FROM 
DARTMOOR 


Stanley, Hilton Thurston, the man 
no jail cán hold, who yesterday made 
his third and most daring prison break 
this time from Dartmoor may now 
be in London. i 
Police late last night were watching 
all London railway stations and roads, 
and detectives questioned associates at 
his old haunts. 
How Thurston got out of his cell is 
a mystery, but it is believed that he 
had a four-hour start on his dash for 
freedom. The first clue came at 8.15 
in the morning.

TO BANK 


EVIDENCE IN CORK 
BANKRUPTCY CASE

From Oung CORRESPONDENT, 
CORK, Tuesday. 


When the matter of Dermot Forde- 
Nagle, stockbroker, a bankrupt, came 
before the Cork Bankruptcy Court 
yesterday, Mr. Michael J. Nagle, 
father of the bankrupt and of Thomas 
Nagle, in evidence, said that the busi- 
ness was previously carried on by the 
late J. C. Forde, and after his death 
witness’s name was for a time on the 
Register of Stockbrokers. Beyond 
lending his name to the firm, witness 
took no active part in the business, 
and retired from the Register of 
Stockbrokers in 1926. 

Questioned about an overdraft at 
the time of his retirement, witness 
said that he knew nothing about the 
bank accounts, and had made no in- 
quiries into the financial position of 
the firm, but about 1934 or 1935 he 
learned that the office was in diffi- 
culties. Witness referred to con- 
ferences attended by representatives 
oí the Provincial Bank of Ireland, and 
said that he learned at one of these 
conferences that there was an over- 
draft of £9,500. He could not say if 
his son, Dermot, continued to pay off 
the bank account from moneys re- 
ceived from clients, as he was not 
consulted. Witness agreed that, 
unless his son did an extraordinary 
business, there was nowhere except 
out of clients’ moneys from which 
£9,500 could be paid to the bank. He 
was aware that at the date of the 
bankruptcy in January of this year

PENSIONS FOR THE 
BLIND

COUNTY COUNCILS 
MUST PAY 
From Over CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELPAST, Tuesday. 


A.complaint that blind persons were 
not granted a supplementary pension 
when they reached seventy years of age 
was made in the Northern Parliament 
to-day by Mr. J. Beattie (Labour). 
Mr. Rowley Elliott (Unionist) sup- 
ported Mr. Beattie’s contention, and 
other members who put forward the 
same views were Mr. J. Brown (Indus- 
tries and Farmers). Mr. John W. Nixon

The Prime Minister (Mr. J. M. 
Andrews) said that the obligation to 
pay supplementary pensions to blind 
persons at seventy years of age was 
imposed upon the County Councils, and 
he undertook to draw the attention of 
the local authorities to their obligation. 
If they did not respond “he would ask 
the Fr to give the Government 
authority to bring pressure upon them 
to do so. The Government could not 
relieve them of this res ibility, 
3 as local authorities in Great 

ritain had to meet those supplemental 
pensions.

The Right Hon. James MacMahon, 
P. C., Chairman of the Board of 
Directors, presided. The other direc- 
tors, Dr. William Lombard Murphy, 
M.D.; Mr. John McCann, Mr. Cecil 
D. Hewat, and the Hon. W. E. 
Wylie, K. G., were also present. 

— the adoption of the re- 
rt—which was seconded by Dr. 
mbard gee #8 and carried unani- 

mously—the Chairman said that 
throughout the greater part of 1940, 
and so far on as up to the end of 
September, there was a serious re- 
duction in revenue and in the number 
of passengers carried. 


PETROL SHORTAGE 


In the nine months to the end of 
September the company carried over a 

uarter of a million fewer passengers 
than in the corresponding period of 
1939. In the last quarter of the 
year, however, the traffic rallied to 
such a material degree that the excess 
of passengers over that of the pre- 
vious year reached a total of 1,170, 
In these circumstances—due doubtless 
in no small extent to the general 
petrol shortage—the company was 
once again able to present a balance 
sheet showing profits sufficient to 
maintain the dividend and to make 
the necessary provision towards meet- 
ing inevitable added outlay in the pre- 
sent year. 

The company had kept abreast of 
the times. Their fleet of vehicles, 
and the new spacious, well furnished 
modern garages were not excelled else- 
where. The company’s commercial 
credit stood high. 


"BUSES BEST 


Discussing complaints which were 
still made by old friends of the 
company ” that the change from “bus 
to tram had been retrograde, the 
Chairman said that they were able to 
satisfy the Ministry for Industry and 
Commerce that preponderance of ad- 
vantage rested with omnibuses in war 
time no less than in times of peace. 
Public taste emphatically displayed 
its preference for the omnibus. As to 
the assumed greater reliability of the 
electric tramway, especially in time of 
war, actual experience had dis- 
proved that. Within a few months of 
the outbreak of war steel products 
necessary for the maintenance of the 
tramway lines became unobtainable at 
any price. Had the company at that 
time been solely relying on tramway 
traction they should have been com- 
pelled to close down. 


SERVICES CURTAILED 


Supplies of crude oil had continued 
to reach them regularly since Sep- 
tember, 1939, and had enabled them 
to maintain their full services up to a 
very recent date. It was only now, 
in a period of fitful imports, that 
they had been compelled as a matter 
of precaution and prudence, to curtail 
some of their definitely least used ser- 


vices. 

The Chairman recalled with pleasure 
that the employés were now united in a 
single trade union, and said that, although 
occasionally one read anonymous, and 
therefore fruitless, attacks on drivers and 
conductors,“ he held that virtually all of 
these classes of employés were courteous 
and considerate to the company’s pas- 
sengers. i : 

Mr. R. Davys asked if it would be 
possible to take up disused lines imme- 
diately. Those on the quays were highly 
dangerous, particularly to cyclists. as 
the company now free of the way-leave 
charges? 

Mr. Alan T. Newham welcomed the new 
time-table, and congratulated the company 
on its new garages and canteens, 

Mr. J. Concannon asked if it would be 
possible to convert the double-decker -'buses 
into trolley cars. Had the company a big 
enough reserve of fuel—cenough, say, for 
a couple of years? 


“ WEAGRE PENSIONS” 


Mr. P. J. McDonnell spoke of the meagre

ST. PATRICK’S 
NURSES’ HOME 


DR. BARTON'S PLEA FOR 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 


More than sixt 
patients were toads by nurses from St. 
Patrick’s Nurses’ Home, Dublin, dur- 
ing the past year, according to a report 
1 to the annual meeting of the 

ome's benefactors yesterday. These 
60,000 visits were made to 4,128 
patients. The report was presented by 
the Hon. Treasurer (Mr. W. Power 


Steele). 

The Archbishop of Dublin (the Most 
Rev. Dr, A, W. Barton), who presided, 
expressed regret that the bank account 
showed a deficit, owing to: the recon- 
struction work which had to be done 
at the Home. He said that he felt 
that if the public realised the excellent 
work done by the nurses, they would 
subscribe freely to the cause. 

The report and accounts were 
adopted, on the motion of the 
Viscountess Powerscourt, who recom- 
mended that the net for subscriptions 
should be spread wider. 

Dr. Margaret Nicholson, supporting 
the motion, said that Dublin was in- 
adequately provided with hospital beds; 
there must be a link between the hos- 
pitals and the homes, and the nurses 
formed that link. They were an 
essential part of any public health 
system. Communal feeding would be 
of great value, particularly at the 
present time, and would help to in- 
struct the people in nutrition, she 
added. The time had come for a com- 
plete reorganisation of hospital and 
medical services, but nurses always 
would play an important part in any 
such reorganisation. 

Mr. E. J. Little said it was essential 
to interest the younger women in the 
work of the nurses, and in similar 
social services. He moved that the 
Home was worthy of support, and the 
motion was supported by Miss Colburn 
(Superintendent, Queen’s Institute of 
District Nursing in Ireland), who said 
that Dublin derived a great benefit 
from the nurses, but did very little to 
support their work. There was not 
cne district in Ireland where District 
Nurses were stationed where they had 
not assisted in training volunteers for 
first-aid and home nursing. 

Lady Moore thanked the chairman 
and the speakers for their assistance 
to the Home,

HE hearing of the action of 

Messrs. Clery and Co., Ltd., 

Lower O'Connell street, Dublin 
against Mr. Eustace J. Shott, charter 
accountant, 39 Dame street, Dublin, 
and Mr. Denis Guiney, draper, 79 
Talbot street, Dublin, was begun, and 
adjourned until to-day. 

The company claimea a declaration 

that a contract, of November, 2lst, 
1940, between Mr. Shott, the Receiver 
of the company, 2 by the De- 
benture holders; the Equity and Law 
Life Assurance Society, arid Mr. 
Guiney, for the sale of the entire busi- 
ness of the company for £230,000 was 
void, and should be set aside; an in- 
junction restraining Mr. Shott and Mr. 
Guiney from completing the contract, 
and damages against Mr. Shott. 
The statement of claim set out that 
the company was incorporated in 1898. 
By a debenture of July, 3ist, 1936, 
entered into with the Equity and Law 
Life Assurance Society, the company 
was charged with the principal sum of 
£200,000 and interest. In September, 
1940, the company found that it was in 
financial difficulties owing to shortage 
of working capital. It had been using 
extended credit, but, following the out- 
break of war, there was a drastic 
curtailment of credit and a substantial 
fall in the purchasing power of the 
public. Mr. Shott, the member of the 
firm of Messrs. Craig, Gardner and Co. 
auditors to the company, who had 
always dealt with the company’s 
accounts, advised that £70,000 or 
£80,000 additional working capital was 
required. The Debenture holders were 
precluded by British Treasury regula- 
tions from making additional loans to 
the company, and Mr. Shott advised 
at, in view of the claims of creditors, 
pending the taking of measures neces- 
sary to acquire additional working 
capital, it would be necessary to pass a 
resolution for voluntary liquidation. 
The company was anxious to avoid the 
institution of any winding-up proceed- 
ings, voluntary or compulsory. ‘The 
Debenture holders agreed to appo:nt 
Mr. Shott as Receiver. 


CONTRACT PRICE 


On November 21 Mr. Shott entered 
into the contract with Mr. Guiney to 
sell him the business for £230,000 and 
freed and discharged from all moneys 
secured by the Dokantets, but subject 
to the rents reserved in the leases, On 
November 27 Mr. Shott’s solicitors 
wrote to the company’s solicitors 
stating that steps were being taken by 
Mr. Guiney to have a new company, 
which was being formed to take over 
Messrs. Clerys, registered at the 
earliest possible date, and £50,000 had 
been deposited in the joint names of 
the vendor's and purchaser's solicitors. 
The letter added that the Debenture 
holders had signified their readiness to 
advance £200, on Debenture to the 
new company. The statement of claim 
further stated that it was intimated to 
the company that the Debenture 
holders did not desire to insist on the 
realisation of their security by a sale 


if arrangements could be made to 
enable the company to carry on its 
business. 


The company claimed that the con- 
tract * was not arrived at with any 
regard to the value of the assets, 
but was agreed to as being a sum 
equivalent to the amount of the 
Debenture holders’ charge, the expenses 
and costs of Mr. Shott, and a sum 
thought to be sufficient to pay the pre- 
ferential creditors of the company. 
They said that the company’s premises 
alone had been valued at £250,000. 
Finally, the company pleaded that the 
sale price was by more than £200,000 
less than the value of the business. 
RECEIVER’S PLEA 

Mr. Shott pleaded that on a sale of 
the leasehold premises in existing cir- 
cumstances it was not possible to obtain 
a price amounting to £196,000, or a 
price even approximating to that sam; 
that no inquiries had n made by 
persons contemplating the purchase of 
the premises, and that the sale price of 
the policies of assurance did not exceed 
their surrender value. He also pleaded 
that the book debts mentioned in the 


and were not valued at £25,000. The 
stock-in-trade, Mr. Shott stated, was 
not valued by him at £113,000, but it 
was so valued by the company’s 
managing director. The intrinsic sm Éad 
of the company’s assets did not exceed 
£230,000, That sum was the highest 
price that he was able to obtain for 
the premises and other property of 
the company in existing circumstances. 
He accepted the price of £230,000 in 
good faith. 


MR. GUINEY’S DENIALS 


Mr. Guiney denied that the price 
was arrived at without due regard to, 
or without any regard to the value 
of the assets of the company. He 
denied that the agreed price was 
£200,000 less than the value of the 
assets; or that he had notice at any 
time of any impropriety or irregularity 
in the discharge by Shott of his 
powers under debenture. He pleaded 
that the sale was made to him for 
good and valuable consideration, and 
submitted that the action as against 
him should be dismissed with costs.
